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VALUE or ANNEXATION TOPIC 
FOR CHAMBJJE COHNERCE 

Local Commercial Body at Next Meeting Will Dis¬ 
cuss Advisability of This City Becoming a 
Part of San Francisco 


To annex, or not to annex, that is 
the question which will come up for 
discussion before the Chamber of 
Commerce at its meeting next Tues¬ 
day night. 

An attempt was made at the last 
meeting of the Chamber to introduce 
a resolution having that body endorse 
the annexation of South San Fran¬ 
cisco to its parent namesake on the 
north, but following a discussion the 
proposition was tebled until a larger 
attendance at the meeting would in¬ 
sure a more general threshing out of 
the very vital question. 

Many believe that under the borough I 
system of government that annexa¬ 
tion is advisable, while others de¬ 
nounce roundly any movement toward 
this city being absorbed by annexa¬ 
tion to San Francisco. 

The amendment to the constitution 
adopted at the November election, 
known as the Borough Government 
Permanency, amends Section 8*4 of 
Article XI of the Constitution of the 


State of California, and adds a pro¬ 
vision thereto declaring that when¬ 
ever a borough is established m a 
consolidated city and county pursuant 
to provisions of the charter thereof, 
in connection with annexation of 
other territory, there shall thereafter 
be no change in the boundaries or 
governmental powers of such 
borough without the consent of a 
majority of the voters of such 
borough voting at an election held 
for that purpose. 

Hon. Frank L. Eksward, father of 
the amendment, declares that the 
borough system of government makes 
secure the constitutional guarantee 
for local self-government in small 
communities which might desire to 
be included in a greater city and 
county. 

The discussion at the coming meet¬ 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce is 
expected to bring out many points in 
favor of and detrimental to annexa¬ 
tion.

For a price considerably in excess 
of $100,000 the West Coast Iron 
Works, at Sixteenth and Rhode Island 
streets, was sold to the Pacific Coast 
Steel Company. The plant, which 
includes one large open-hearth steel 
mill, will hereafter be operated in 
conjunction with the plant ot fhe 
steel company at South San Fran- 
I cisco. This purchase makes the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Steel Company the largest 
producer of rail tonnage in the entire 
State, and ^brings the company into 
position as the foremost producer of 
open-hearth steel west of Chicago. 

Horace W. Lash conducted the sale 
for the West Coast Iron Works, 
while the negotiations of the steel 
company were handled by the presi¬ 
dent, Judge E. M. Wilson. The steel 
company in absorbing tliis San Fran¬ 
cisco plant is following the policy it 
has pursued for the past two years, 
which is steadily to Increase its out¬ 
put. 

The West Coast Steel Company has 
confined itself to the manufacture of 
billets, there being no mill in the 
plant. It is probable that some of the 
product of the company will be 
shipped to South San Francisco to 
be rolled at the plant here. 


Alfred Schofield, carpenter, shot 
and killed his wife, infant son and 
himself in their Daly City home 
Thursday morning. 

Schofield smashed his way through 
a window to enter the bedroom where 
his victims were cowering. Marion, 
12-year-old daughter, engaged in a 
struggle for possession of the re¬ 
volver, but could not wrest it from 
her crazed father. She ran screaming 
from the room, followed by a brother 
and younger sister. 

The wife, Lillian Schofield, and the 
• son, Wallace, 3 years old, faced him 
with no means of defense. He fired, 
and his wife dropped dead. He fired 
again, and his sun fell lifeless. With 
a third shot Schofield ended his own 
life. 

The tragedy is laid to drink. 

Neighbors said Schofield, who was 
47 years old, had been separated from 
the family and was drinking heavily. 
On his first visit for several days 
Thursday morning, he was refused 
entrance. His family, fearing vio¬ 
lence, took refuge in a bedroom. 
Schofield procured an automobile 
spring and smashed the window. 

Marion, the oldest child, undoubt¬ 
edly saved the lives of her brother 
and sister by her heroic action in 
diverting the attention of the crazed 
man while they escaped. 

Neighbors believe he intended to 
wipe out the entire family. In his 
pocket was found an old razor blade 
and a large open knife. 

Marlon and the other children took 
refuge in the home of a neighbor. 
Constable S. A. Landini found the 
father, mother and son dead on the 
bedroom floor. 


FIRST UNIT OF FIVE HUNDRED 
WILL LEAVE FOR HOMES ON 
MONDAY. 


San Mateo county residents will be 
glad to learn that beginning Monday 
next at Camp Lewis, an attempt will 
be made to send men discharged from 
camp to their homes, according to 
localities. California men, numbering 
approximately 500, will leave on Mon¬ 
day. Special trains will carry them 
to San Francisco, where the party 
will split up for various destinations 
within the State. California has 
more men at Camp Lewis than any 
other State. 

One hundred discharged officers left 
there for their homes Tuesday. They 
were to have departed Monday. On 
Wednesday 105 additional officers 
ended their army career. All previ¬ 
ously had expressed desire for im¬ 
mediate discharge when the govern¬ 
ment could spare their services. 


MRS. EmM DIES 
IN LOS ANtELES 


WIFE OF FORMER SCHAW- 
BATUHER MANAGER SUCCUMBS 
AFTER OPERATION. 


According to telegraphic advices 
received here by his wife, Carroll 
Hlestand was killed in action in 
France on October 1. 

He arrived in France on July 25 
and was serving the colors in the 
Ninety-first Division, Rapid Rifle Ar¬ 
tillery, when he gave his life to the 
cause of liberty. 

Hiestand, who was 32 years of age, 
had been married but a year and a 
half and was in the employ of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company as 
patrolman between South San Fran¬ 
cisco and San Mateo, previous to en¬ 
training for Camp Lewis on April 29. 

He was born in Martinsburg, Ind. 
His aged father, who is a veteran of 
the Civil War, is prostrated at the 
news of the boy’s death. 

A widow, who lives at 321 Linden 
avenue, three brothers, and four 
sisters are left to mourn his passing, 
their only comfort being that he made 
the supreme sacrifice for his coun¬ 
try’s honor and world freedom. 
There are no children.

The American Marble and Mosaic 
Works is shut down, due to a strike 
of the skilled labor employed in the 
plant. 

A demand was made by the work¬ 
men ninety days ago for an increase 
of $1 per day, to be effective Decem¬ 
ber 1. The owners of the factories 
attempted to compromise with the 
union, asking that the men complete 
the contracts on hand, which the em¬ 
ployers had taken on the basis of the 
old wage scale, but the men refused 
to withdraw their ultimatum. 

Several conferences have been had 
with San Francisco labor union lead¬ 
ers, and it is expected that an agree¬ 
ment will be reached within a few 
days. 


Mrs. E. G. Ekstrom died in Los An¬ 
geles on Friday afternoon last, fol¬ 
lowing an operation. 

News of her death came as a shock¬ 
ing surprise to her husband, formerly 
manager of the Schaw-Batcher ship 
works here, who had no knowledge 
of his wife’s illness until the news of 
her death reached him at the Indus¬ 
trial Club. 

Mrs. Ekstrom was in good health 
and spirits on Wednesday and wrote 
Ekstrom on the evening of that day. 
He was reading this letter when news 
of Mrs. Ekstrom’s passing came by 
telephone. 

Ekstrom had spent the entire day 
at the Bay Point shipyard, and be¬ 
cause of lack of knowledge of his 
whereabouts friends who had been 
advised that her death was only a 
matter of hours were unable to reach 
him. He left immediately for Los 
Angeles when the sad news was re¬ 
ported to him. A daughter, Gladys, 7 
years old, survives the mother. 


Private T. P. R. Spaulding, born in 
Redwood City thirty-seven years ago, 
has found a pretty French girl who 
has stolen his heart away. He wants 
to make her his wife, but he needs 
convincing proof that he is what he 
says he is before he can be married 
over there. Thursday County Re¬ 
corder William H. Barg received a 
letter from Spaulding, in which the 
soldier seeks his assistance in locat¬ 
ing his birth record. Search so far 
has failed to reveal it, and it is Barg’s 
belief that no such record exists on 
public file. 

Spaulding writes that he was born 
in Redwood City on March 8, 1881. If 
there are any relatives of the soldier 
living in the vicinity or friends that 
remember the occasion of Spaulding’s 
entry into the world, their affidavit 
would probably clinch matters, Barg 
says. 


The Manufacturers’ Association of 
South San Francisco had presented 
at the meeting of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees on Monday last a petition re¬ 
questing the regulation of pool rooms 
now conducted in this city. 

The main points Incorporated in 
the petition is the removal of all 
private rooms, 11 o’clock closing, and 
the forbidding of any entrance other 
than the one from the street. 

The petition is the result of certain 
complaints which have been made to 
employers. 

The resolution instructing the 
secretary to file the petition with the 
Board of Trustees was adopted by the 
Board of Directors of the Manufac¬ 
turers’ Association at a special meet¬ 
ing held on Thursday, November 21. 
and was the result of a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion of the subject. The action 
has been conj;emplated by the Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association for some tlm,e 
past, and was prompted by the desire 
to remove conditions detrimental to 
the welfare of men engaged at work 
in tlie various industries. 

The petition was tabled by the 
Trustees for further consideration 
and will be voted on by the Board at 
its next meeting.

Chambers is 
third with 361,633 above his opponent. 
Kingsbury has a lead of 360,602, and 
Jordan is 339,514 ahead of Edwards.

The following letter to The Enter¬ 
prise from County Auditor Shields 
tells of the splendid work done by 
the Knights of Columbus in the war; 

Editor The Enterprise—Dear Sir: 
Answering your query as to the part 
played by the Knights of Columbus 
in the war activities, permit me to 
state that when our country was be¬ 
coming involved with Mexico in 1916, 
and it became necessary to send 
troops to guard the border, the 
Knights of Columbus realized the 
necessity for recreation centers, 
where our boys, far removed from 
home ties and home influence, could 
find congenial pastime during their 
resting hours, where the environment 
would be moral and the influence ele¬ 
vating. Putting the thought into ac¬ 
tion, the Supreme Council of the 
Knights of Columbus voted sufficient 
funds to establish at intervals along 
the border clubhouses where health¬ 
ful amusements and a moral atmos¬ 
phere would do their part in creating' 
and maintaining the high morale 
which distinguishes the American 
soldier to-day. 

When Woodrow Wilson signed the 
declaration of war in April, 1917, and 
issued a call for volunteers, which 
call was responded to so gloriously 
by the flower of our country, the 
Knights of Columbus called on its 
membership to subscribe $1,000,000 
for the establishment and main¬ 
tenance of recreation centers at the 
various cantonments. This amount 
was secured Immediately. As the 
cantonments grew in number and 
magnitude, it soon become apparent 
that more money was needed. A 
second call went out, this time for 
$3,000,000, the greater part of which 
sum was subscribed within the order 
Again finding that more money was 
needed to accomplish the necessary 
work, the Knights of Columbus made 
a drive which netted $12,000,000, and 
expended $7,500,000 of this sum by 
July 31 of this year, $4,000,000 in 
Europe and $3,500,000 in the United 
States, erecting at the various train¬ 
ing camps at home 200 buildings, 
where 350 secretaries and 200 chap¬ 
lains are devoting tlieir time and 
talents to the comfort and require¬ 
ments of the men in the service, thus 
removing, or ratlier preventing to a 
great extent, tlie natural tendency to 
liomesickness, and, on the contrary, 
creating a feeling of content winch is 
a great asset to tlie figliting qualifica¬ 
tions of tlie men.

SUGAR CERTIFICATES 
ARE OISCORTINOED 

GROCERS ARE NO LONGER RE- 
QUIREI) TO KEEP RECORD OF 
SALES FOR GOVERNMENT. 


The Food Administration’s certifi¬ 
cate system of sugar distribution was 
dbcontinued December 1. Grocers, 
manufacturers, restaurants, canners 
and all other commercial users can 
now obtain necessary supplies with¬ 
out certificates. Grocers will not be 
required to keep records of sugar 
sales to customers, nor will certifi¬ 
cates be required for the purchase of 
sugar for home canning or preserv¬ 
ing. 

All rules covering profits and 
sp< culation and size of stocks per¬ 
mitted on hand at one time remain 
in full effect. 

“The abandonment of the certifi¬ 
cate plan does not mean a general 
relaxation in sugar saving,’’ said 
Commissioner Merritt, “but with 
continued economy in use, Cali¬ 
fornia’s available sugar supply will 
permit an allotment of four pounds 
per person per month after Decem¬ 
ber 1.” 



E OF WAR 
BRIDIIHATTERED 

RUTH MULLEN-BAGNALL OF PAKi 
ALTO DISCOVERS HER. HUS- 
BAND IS BIGAMIST. 


Wedded to Lieutenant Wade Rus¬ 
sell Bagnall at Redwood City on 
September 8, 1917, following a ro¬ 
mantic courtship, Ruth Louise Mul- 
len-Bagnall, daughter of a prominent 
family of Palo Alto, Menlo Park and 
Mountain View, has been rudely 
awakened from her dream of love by 
the discovery that her supposed hus¬ 
band is under charges of bigamy. 

Lieutenant Bagnall is now a mili¬

Jeremy, who was seventy-two years j 
old and a resident of this place, died < 
without disclosing his uncanny method : 
of bringing bodies to the surface. 

One of his notable feats took place j 
shortly before his death when he re- , 
covered the body of Miss Helen 
Learned of St. Paul, who was drowned 
In Lake Phelan several weeks previous¬ 
ly. The lake bed had been raked 
scores of times and hope hod been 
abandoned when “Fisherman John,” as 
Jeremy was known, announced that he 
would find the body. Within a short 
time he had succeeded and collected 
$100 for his work. 

Liked Starlight for His Work. 
Jeremy worked alone and always at 
night. He liked a starry sky, but the 
rays of a full moon seemed to hamper 
rather than aid him. Some persons 
who for years had studied the peculiar¬ 
ities of Jeremy, who was a half-breed, 
claimed he used trained muskrats to 
locate the missing corpses. Others 
claimed he knew the freakish twists 
and turns of the river and lake cur¬ 
rents so well tliat he needed no other 
aid.

His efficiency soon i 
attracted the attention of the entire 
northwest and he received large sums 
for the recovery of many of the bodies.
